17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

2 THE PROPOSED FINANCIAL OR COMMERCIAL ASSISTANCE; OR

3 (2 THE FINAL APPROVAL OF THE PROPOSED FINANCIAL OR
4 COMMERCIAL ASSISTANCE BY THE LEGISLATIVE POLICY COMMITTEE OF THE
5 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, IF THAT APPROVAL ISREQUIRED BY LAW.
